Charles Reddock, housemover of 
Calgary, Alta., has undertaken what 
seemed to bo an impossible task of 
moving sixty houses over mountain 
roads from Bankhead to Banff. In 
forty days he moved thirty-eight of 
tho houses s.x and a ha.f miles. 

Exports from Canada for the 
month of February were $^7,512,147 
while imports were recorded at $70,- 
908,980 for the same period. For 
the twelve months ending February 
28 last, exports reached a value of 
$1,297,744,683 while imports wera 
fixed at $911,107,055. 

One of the largest business trans¬ 
actions recorded in the West took 
place here on March 11th last when 
the Canadian Co-operative Wheat 
Producers mailed approximately 
190,000 cheques amounting to a 
total of $37,000,000, to members of 
the wheat pool. 

The rapid development of the fish 
oil and fish products industry on the 
Pacific coast this year may necessi¬ 
tate the fitting up of three coastwise 
vessels as tankers to carry oil from 
the reduction plants. Last year one 
vessel found this method successful. 
Fish reduction plants, it is esti¬ 
mated, will produce 10,000 tons of 
fish meal and fertilizer this year. 

President E. W. Beatty, of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, has asked 
approval of the shareholders for the 
construction of two new passenger 
vessels of the type of “Montcalm,” 
“Montclare,” and “Montrose,” to be 
available for service in May, 1927, 
and five freight vessels of 8,500 
tons, with a sea speed of about 14 
knots, also to be ready for 1927. 

During tho past season 1,235 
moose and 3,508 deer were killed In 
New Brunswick. Of the former 207 
fell to the guns of non-resident hun¬ 
ters and 617 of the iutter. In the 
same ir animals killed for fur in¬ 
cluded 1,567 raccoon; 0,017 skunk; 
18,314 muskrat; 5,410 foxes; 9,470 
irmine: 177 martin; 2,823 mink;

The Sydney Evening News editorial¬ 
ly slatos: "Mr. Woodsworth, a Labor 
member for Winnipeg, who raised the 
question that Canada should not bo- 
como Involved. In empire wars, with¬ 
out deriding the questions at Issue* for 
herself, overlooked the fact that by 
International law when tho cmplro Is 
at war every part of It becomes auto¬ 
matically Involved. It Is a partner¬ 
ship and any partner ran Involve tho 
others. The extent to which any Do¬ 
minion participates Is not a matter of 
compulsion, but of popular will. If 
Great Britain embarked upon a mani¬ 
festly unjust war the response of the 
dominions would be feebler than If tho 
Issue were one which had a higher 
moral warrant. It Is true that both 
Britain and the dominions might bo 
honestly mistaken, but the great point 
is that In the ultimate analysis, the 
basis of tho empire Is tho assent of Its 
peoples founded on their behalf In Its 
beneficence and its necessity as a 
custodian of \^orld power."

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The Effect of Sunflowers on the 
Following Crop 

Sunllowers h«pe gained consider¬ 
able promise as a silage crop during 
the last few’ years, owing largely to 
their hardiness which allows them a 
longer growing season than corn ami 
makes them a more certain crop. They 
require less moisture than corn and 
make a good substitute lor it in dis¬ 
tricts in which the summer season is 
comparatively short, the nights cool 
and the precipitation scanty. There 
has been some doubt, however, as to 
tho effect of sunflowers on the suc¬ 
ceeding crop, as little was known of 
their plaut food requirements. In 
order to determine their effect on tho 
following crop an experiment was con¬ 
ducted at the Uosthern, Saskatchewan, 
experimental station. Corn and tur¬ 
nips were used for comparison. in 
tho two years of tho experiment, 
wheat and barley, following turnips, 
showed somewhat higher yields thau 
when they followed sunflowers. The 
difference was considerably more 
striking when corn was used, 19 G 
bushels of wheat being produced fol¬ 
lowing that crop compared with 11.8 
bushels fololwing sunflowers. As the 
experiment has lasted only two year!*, 
no definite conclusion r!m b« drawn, 
but it would seem that sunflowers are 
more exhausting to the soil than either 
corn or roots.

vacuum wheels/ welded axle housings, 
electric terminals, other than battery 
terminals and. fuses. 

Mr. Robb proposed that the above 
be added to the free list as an 
amendment to the budget resolutions. 


Investigating Soviets’ 

Remarks About Strike 

Alleoed Statements Inconsistent With 
Officially Friendly Relations 

London.—Tin* Hritlsh foreign office 
Is considering whether it shall make 
representations to Soviet Russia In 
connection with statements reported 
to have been made by Soviet officials 
In support of the recent general strike 
in Great Ihituin. 

The attitude of the foreign office is 
that the alleged statements are Incon¬ 
sistent with, the friendly relations 
which officially exist between the two 
governments.

Storms Have Ruined 


French Bombard Damascus 

Retaliated For Attack On Outpost and 
Hundreds of Civilians Killed 

London—A dispatch to the Daily 
Lx press from Damascus dated May 9, 
says: 

"Hie city has undergone another 
bombardment by artillery and aero , 
planes. More than BOO civilians. In¬ 
cluding women and children, and about 
100 rebels and 20 French were killed. 

"Three hundred houses were des¬ 
troyed.” 

The dispatch says the bombardment] 
reported May 11, when it was announc¬ 
ed that 50 rebels had been killed, but j 
that the real extent of the damage 
I done or the casualties were not made 
I known. 

According to the correspondent’s ac¬ 
count of the affair the rebels attacked 
some French posts, killing eight sol¬ 
diers and capturing 20. Two hun¬ 
dred rebels then retired Into Osdan—a 
southern quarter of the city ol Damas¬ 
cus— and barricaded themselves in 
j houses. 

Early the next morning 3,000 French 1 
soldiers surrounded the quarter, which 
contains X0,000 inhabitants, and sum¬ 
moned the people to deliver up the 
j rebels, declaring ilia! otherwise they 
would be bombarded. 

The reply of the Inhabitants was 
.that they were unarmed, and were un¬ 
able to coerce the rebels. They In¬ 
vited the French to enter and capture 
: them. 

"Such an attempt,” the correspond 
ent continues, “would have Involved a 
serious sacrifice In lives of the sot 
• dlers. Accordingly the inhabitants 
were given an hour to quit the quarter 
and go to a defined safety area. 

"Only a few succeeded in leaving in 
time. The French then began bom¬ 
barding the quarter with 12 three inen 
tftins, four howitzers and. a dozen aero¬ 
planes.

People Born in This Country of Mixed 
Parentage Entitled to be Classed 
As Canadians 

We have yet to hear any sensible 

reason advanced why a native Cana¬ 
dian of mixed ancestry, should be for¬ 
bidden to answer "Canadian** when he 
i-; asked ibis question by a con.-tia 
enumerator: "Of what iadul or tribal 
origin are you?" 

The present system by which Cana¬ 
dians of the second, think fourth, fifth 
anil, sixth generations have to grope 
back through the family tree to their 
original paternal ancestor from Kur¬ 
il pe In order that they may answer 
"Scotch," "Knglish,” "French," "Swed¬ 
ish," "German," and so forth, is de¬ 
fended by the census authorities upon 
the ground that "the object of this 
Question" (as to racial origin) "is to 
ascertain from what basic ethnic 
stocks the present Canadian popula¬ 
tion. more particularly the recently 
Immigrated population, is derived." 

The effective reply is that under the 
existing system this information is 
no; obtaim'd. AnyWtlng more absurd¬ 
ly unscientific than tills method of 
identify lug the "basic ethnic stocks” 
of the Canadian population could not 
be devised. Kvory person, within the 
scope of his own knowledge, can cite 
case after case where the census meth¬ 
od of Identifying ethnic origins Is far¬ 
cical beyond words. Take tho case of 
a Jamil \ three of whose four grand¬ 
parents came from England. France 
ami Germany, the fourth being a Can¬ 
adian. To what "race" do they be¬ 
long according to the highly scientific 
methods by which our census sleuths 
detect racial origin? They are. If you 
please, Germans. 

Vo attempt is made to break the 
force of eriticlsms of this character 
by pointing out that the census does 
recognize "Canadian nationality. M But 
"nationality." In official terminology, 
means only "citizenship.” The word 
"nationality" has many meanings, hut 
the one which is in the minds of most 
people when they use It is that wtilcfl 
is defined b> the dictionary as "the 
people constituting a particular na¬ 
tion; a nation; a race of "people.” 
Canadian nationality in this sense Is 
not recognized by the census regula¬ 
tions; instead it i< expressly denied. 
There is no room in our records for the 
word "Canadian” as representing race. 
They register scores of other "races"; 
but the Canadian race Is non-existent.

have been on this continent we are still 
Swedes, or lmtchmen. or Irish, or 
Scotch, or Welsh, or Knglish. 

Now, in contradiction to all this we 
maintain that there is a race of Cana-1 
dians. The evidence that there Is 
such a people is to be seen of all men 
in the form of hundreds of thousands 
or men, women and children, who, as 
must be plain to all who have eyes 
to see and ears to hear, are not Eng- | 
lish, not Scotch, not Irish, not con¬ 
tinental European.

Alexandra and Louise Falls in North- 
we«t Territories Are of Qreat 

Beauty 

Hidden within the reeeaaes of Can¬ 
ada’s north country, less than fifty 
miles from tho Important trading post 
and mission station of Hay River on 
Groat Blare laiko. but sufficiently off 
tho regular routes of travel to have 
been visited by only a mere handful of 
whtto men, are two of the moat won* 
derful cataracts In the Dominion. 
These are the Alexandra Falls and 
the taulse Falla, situated within about 
a mile of each other on the Ilay lllver. 

• During the course of surveys car¬ 
ried on last summer along the Hay 
River for the department of the In¬ 
terior, a topographical survey party 
spent several days In the Immediate 
vicinity of tho falls, f The members 
of the party w ere-greatly Impressed 
by the scene, and the surveyor In 
charge reports that it is scarcely |*os- 
siblo to use language too extravagant 
In describing the majesty of the set¬ 
ting of Alexandra I'Vlls or the sheer 
beauty of T«nulse Falls. In the case 
of the former the river comes around 
a bend half a milo above Alexandra 
falls, racing in a tumult of swift water 
and foam, to pour over a sheer precl 
pice 109 feet high into a shadowy 
chasm with u thundering force that 
makes the earth quiver. Clouds of 
spray rise to the canyon’s rim, where 
the sun adds tn the glory of the whole 
by forming rainbows in the mist. Alonu 
the cliff edges nro dense and thrifty 
stands of spruce and poplar, their col¬ 
ors kept fresh by tho flying spray. The 
Alexandra fulls are not in themselves 
the sole Item of beauty here, though 
splendid views may be obtained from 
several points. It U in the drop of 
the entire river that one Is most im¬ 
pressed with a sense of unlimited ma¬ 
jesty and power. • 

The river, after flowing a mile 
through the canyon, comes to a second 
break and drops fifty feet, this time 
forming Louise Falls. When one ap¬ 
proaches up the beach of the lower 
gorge and rounds the point, the Ixniise 
Falls may be seen to best advantage. 
Between tho high walla of darkly 
wooded cliffs is a bit of fairyland, a 
band of silver pouring out of the dark¬ 
ness Into light. 

These falls were discovered by Dr. 
W. C. Hornpas, Anglican Bishop of 
Mackenzie River, in 1872 when on a 
trip down ilAy River, and were named 
by him Alexandra and Lou I fit* rospec- 


Alfalfa Sod Freer From Weeds Than 
Summer-fallowed Land 

Alfalfa is not well adapted to short I 
rotations owing to the high price ot I 
seed and the value of an established 
field that is likely to remain produo-I 
live for many years. In a ten-year 1 
rotation featuring alfalfa at the Bran-, 
don, Man., Dominion experimental 
tarm, exactly one-half of the land was 
required Jor alfalfa, and the aod was 
broken at the end of the fOUrth^crop- 
plng year. Such a rotation, says Mr. 
Slgfusson in his bulletin on "Alfalra 
in Manitoba,’’ published by tho depart¬ 
ment of agriculture at Ottawa, is well 
adapted, to dairy farming or where 
much livestock is kept. 

Alfalfa seems to thrive on soils* 1 
varying from heavy clays to coarser- j 
grained sandy soils, provided there tsl 
natural drainage, but docs best on rich | 
Ioann* soils, with a permeable subsoil 
well supplied with moisture. It can 
be successfully and economically in¬ 
cluded in n rotation of medium dura¬ 
tion by having one more field than 
there are years in the rotation, states | 
Mr. Slgfusson. In this case ho says 
the alfalfa should be seeded doWn in 
the most favorable part of the rota -1 
tlon, preferably with a light nurse > 
crop of w'heat and on summerfallowetf j 
land or follow ing an intertilled crop, i 
The field would then remain in alfalfu! 
until the other crops had completed j 
one cycle of the rotation ami a stand 
established on another field. 

The alfalfa, adds Mr. Slgfusson, can 
most profitably he followed in the 
rotation by some crop that is a heavyi 
feeder on soil nitrogen and requires 
clean land. Alfalfa sod la usually; 
Treer from weeds than summerfallow - j 
ed land, hence Is well adapted to grow -1 
Ing wheat. J 

Disking an alfalfa field in tho early 
spring after cropping for two years Is 
beneficial and will invigorate the crop 
bv destroying weeds and aerating the 
soil. If the disk harrow Is not set at 
too great an angle the crop will not 
he damaged.

from bulbs planted In tho autumn, 
bright bouqueta can be had by the use 
of overlaatlng flowers sometimes form¬ 
ed "strawflowers," of which there are 
many varieties. In a new bulletin on 
Annual Flowers,” recently Issued by 
the horticultutal division of the ex¬ 
perimental farm at (fttawa, the Ileli 
chrysum Braetealum in Its many var¬ 
ieties is said to be the best of all ever¬ 
lasting flowers. They are described 
by Miss Isabella Preston, the author 
of the bulletin, ns rather coarse look* 
ing plants In the garden, growing 
about three feet in helghL They are 
grown front seed like oilier annuals 
and cultivated similarly duriug the 
summer months. For winter bou¬ 
quets Miss Preston recommends cut¬ 
ting the flowers when half open, tying 
them up In small bunches which are 
hung head down wards in a dry place. 
The large flowering types are said to 
be the beat, these including lu colors 
white, yellow, pale pink, bright red 
and deep maroon. 

More dainty kinds of everlasting 
flowers are found in varieties of Helip- 
terum Mangiest. Those come lu both 
single and double form aud In differ¬ 
ent shades. 

Miss Preston’s treatizc on annual 
flowers, available at tho publications 
branch of the department of agricul¬ 
ture. is based on experiments of many 
years at the experimental farm with 
annual flowers of ull descriptions 
which are described both as to the 
flowers themselves, the purpose for 
which they may be used and tliclr cul¬ 
tivation.

There Is no lack of consumers who 
want fine things, but there is a lark 
of consumers who can afford fine 
things. They want many fine things, 
but can buy only a few*. 

The general standard of excellence 
should advance u few* notches each 
year. We might move forward faster 
if we would learn to get satisfaction 
from the ownership of a few* fine 
tilings rather than many mediocre.—•

The old belief, always scoffed at by 
scientists, which led some farmers, 
religiously, to plant their crops In cer¬ 
tain phrases of the moon, may yet re¬ 
ceive some support. Some time ago 
scientists began to discover that cer¬ 
tain living creatures, notably some 
kinds of seaweed and some species of 
ocean dwelling worms, possessed a 
distinct lunar periodicity. They 
frul(ed or bred or name to the surface 
or did other quite definite things In 
c»xact correspondence w ith the phases 
of the moon.

Miles 
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Many Committed 

Thousands of Miles Before 
Coming to Shore 

A bottle thrown into the sea by the 
United States fishery bureau off Chat¬ 
ham, Mass., was recently picked up at 
Brixhum, England, having accom¬ 
plished its voyage across the Atlantic 
in just two years, say3 the Manches¬ 
ter Guardian. Similar experiments 
over a considerable number of years 
by Capt. Simpson, F.K.S., yielded some 
interesting results. 

Of several thousand bottles which 
lie committed to the waves about 10 
per cent, were picked up iu various 
parts of the world, and the particu¬ 
lars asked for in tlio letter enclosed 
in each bottle were supplied by the 
finders. Many of these bottles drift¬ 
ed 10,000 miles before coming ashore, 
the average rate of travel working 
out at about liulf a mile an hour. One 
of Captain Simpson’s bottles took 
lour and one-half years on its sea 
trip, Id which time it travelled from 
Cape Town to the Shetland Islands.

In Sussex Village 


Archeologist Assisted In Excavations 
By College Students 
Students from Oxford and Cam¬ 
bridge passed their spring vacation iu 
assisting S. E. Winholt, the archeo¬ 
logist, in Ids excavations near Pul- 
borough in Sussex. It has now been 
definitely established that the site of 
the explorations saw some 2,000 years 
ago a road connecting the early Ro¬ 
man road of State Street with the 
main road to London. Masses of 
archaic pottery have been brought to 
light, probably belonging to the first 
century A.D., and iron Huger rings and 
funeral urns have also been discover¬ 
ed. A pro-Homan beehive, quern and 
a number of flint instiuments have 
also been discovered.
